PARIS, May C— A slight cloud htu» 
arisen over the coming Anglo- 
Freiich-ypanish celebration at- 
tending King Alfonso'.H visit to 
France, owing to the bitterly hoatlle 
attitude of a large element of the Spaji- 
ish press against the King's giving his 
significant adhesion to France's policy 
in Morocco, The affair appears to bo 
taking all the diplomatic sagacity of 
Jules Cambon, the French ambassador 
to .Spain, to avert a storm. ' 

The republican and .liberal element in 
.Spain contest the right of the premier 
and tho minister for foreign affairs to 
accompany the King on his mission, 
which, tlioy declare, would commit tha 
nation Irreparably to the French Mo- 
roccan policy. They further assert that 
the Cortez, not h.aving approved tho 
King's visit to France, neither tins 
King nor minister can cast Spain's in- 
lluence either way in the conllict now 
agitating Berlin, Paris and Fez. 

The French view the .agitation as be- 
ing part of Cermany's diplomatic m.an- 
oeuvrmg. They declare that the Ger- 
man canip.-ilgn has for its object to 
revive Spain's dream of restoring her 
ancient authority over the Moors, and 
thus giving Spain, In.slead of Fr.ance. 
paramount influence in Morocco under 
the aegis of Germany's support. But, 
notwltwstanding the press campaign 
favorable to Germany, King Alfonso, 
the Spanish minister and other min- 
isters are resoliitely determined to 
carry out the visit and participate ia 
all its significant assurances of Spain's 
standing with Great Britain and 
France. i 

M. Dclcasse's Retirement 
Despite oilicial denials, tho feeling 
prevails in high quarters that M. Del- 
casse win not. wish to retain the foreign 
office portfolio much longer. The cabi- 
net situation Is no longer attributed to 
Jlorocco, but to a divergency of views 
concerning who should control France's 
foreign i)olicy. M, Delcasse's prestige 
throughout icurope naturally leads him 
to want a free liand, and M. Eouvler 
evidently desires to occupy a policy 
analogous to that of Count Von Buelow, 
the German chancellor, in laying down 
foreign policies. The personal rel.ations 
between the premier and the foreign 
minister remain most cordial, yet tho 
diplomatic corps would not he surprised 
to see M. Delcasso step down before 
long.

Helena, Mont, .May C. — Application 
was made today by Fred J. Bliss of Ehn- 
mett, Idaho, to Federal Jadue Hunt for 
an order directed to the 'VS'^nshoe Co..

show cause -why the smidter company 
slionld not lie restrained from operating, 
alleging the fumes from the sineltor de- 
stroy farms in the Deer Ixidge valley. 
Bliss is the owner of farm iuiKls in 1h(! 
valley which are near the smelter, and 
ho alleges the smelter smoke kills live 
stock and destroys crops. The apjilica- 
tion was taken under advisement. The 
allegation is made that the property af- 
fected is valued at $2,000,000.

REFORMS A LA RUSS. 

St. Petersburg Authorities Indignant at 
Zemstvos Congress. 

St. Fctersborg, May G. — ^Tlie Kovcrn- 
■meut's displeasure at the proceodintjs of 
tho Zemstvo congress at Mcscow and tlie 
constitutional project previously outlin- 
ed, was manifested by an order served 
today on all newapapers forbiddiuR fur- 
ther mention of the conj,Te5B. At tho 
same time, the St. Poter.shurj; aiitJiori- 
tios broke up tlio niootin;; of the con- 
gress of euBineors. The police interrupt- 
ed the session today, ordering the dele- 
gates out of the city. The eugineers 
will -attempt to continue tho meeting 
tomorrow in Finland. 

As is usual, the -Easter festival in 
iMoscovr and St. rotorshurg passed 
peaceably, the two capitals being tuulis- 
turbed. Bloodshed was practically t-oii- 
fined to Poland, whon the Uussiaii East- 
er .Monday coincides with May day in 
tlie Gregorian calendar. Collisions be- 
t\veou troops and workmen occurred in a 
number of places, the Poles retaliating 
with bombs and revolutionists when fir- 
ed upon. But disoriiers were practical- 
ly without political siguiiicanco, and al- 
most entirely Socialisic. as is shown by 
the fact that blnivdshed followeil the 
proclainnlioii of a general strike. There 
was no general movement, such 88 that 
inaugurated in JSCIi, but the nationalists 
aud separatists held aloof.

The Broad street side of the es- 
labllshnient will be devoted to warc- 
liouse, etc., while the retail buslnesi 
win be transacted from the premises 
rrontliiK on Fort street. The wooden 
building which was used by the J. W. 
Mellor Company, has been disposed ot 
to Dr. J. "".v. Young, a traveler, now in 
China. He Is an English resident. It 
Is not known what he will do with 
ihe premises, bm lie will probably de- 
cide upon his return from Asia. 

The Melrose Company decided to 
liuUd the new four-atorey building 
with the view of concentrating theli 
business, which is now being handled 
In two separate buildings. To this end 
the premises of T, Lettice, which wero 
leased, the lease being acquired with 
the purchase of the business, word 
bought and a deal has now been com- 
iileted for the purchase of the lot, fifty 
feet wide, which extends from the 
westeni gable of the Lettice store tc 
front on Broad street. Mr. Rattenbury 
was called upon to provide plans and 
he has dcslgnied a modern business 
structure of brick with large plate glass 
window.s. The drawings have Just been 
comjileted and tenders for constructloa 
will be invited ;it once. It Is expected 
that the place will bo coniT)leted In 
about three montiu:. Tho present stock 
of the company Is being sold ;it low 
prices to tiave moving, discounts bolnfi 
made to allow of a new stock being 
secured three months hence or there- 
abouts -sviien the firm moves Into Its 
new premises. 

At present the building fronting on 
Fort street will not be extended, al- 
though It will be extensively altered tn 
make the store more attractive and 
better Iltted to the firm's trade. Ulti- 
mately It Is the intention of the llrm 
to place two additional stories on the 
building to make it uniform with that 
now to be built.

Peter the Great of Utissla, when dy- 
ing, left one command wlilch has been 
followed by his successors up to recent 
years. It was, "Never tti.ke your eyes 
ott t'onslaiitiiioiile." itallroad building 
In Siberia and the doveloprueiit of Rus- 
sian interests in tin? Orient made a 
Russian seaport on Asiatic coast.s ap- 
pear of suiireiiie importance, manifest 
dostinv as the Americans would say, 
just as the building of the Pacific rail- 
roads in the United States must ulti- 
mately liave resulted In the territory 
west of the Itooky mountains pa-sslng 
into control of the government 
^^-ashlngton by policies of commerce If 
not of conuuest. For the time being, 
at least, the Russian government ap- 
pears to have taken Its eyes off Con- 
stantinople and turned towards Man- 
churia, seeking an outlet to the sea in 
the Far East rather than attempting 
the southerly route by way of the Boa- 
phorous. 

And the German Emperor appears to 
be taking advantage of this lapse In the 
traditional policy of Russia by llxlng 
his eyes on Turkey and the Mohamme- 
dan world. 

iMuch as Peter the Great, when dying, 
wtirneil the ruling powers of Russia to 
m.-ike the Constantinople route to the 
sea the traditional policy of the Empire, 
the late Cecil Rhodes, the most power- 
ful force in Africa, warned tlie states- 
men of England, saying that the future 
history of the world could be studied 
only bj- a study of the map of Africa. 
Ho saw that the other grand divisions 
of the world had largely passed into the 
hands of the various lixed governments 
of earth, and that the only vast domain 
to be parcelled out was In Africa itself. 
Hence It is that the Kngllsh govern- 
ment la finding many features In con- 
nection with the German Kmperor's 
jiollcy In North Africa which tends to 
complicate matters an4 puzzle' the most 
astute diplomats. 

If the logic of th esltuatlon indicates 
that the German Emperor has decided 
to become the practical protector of the 
Mohammedan world then Indeed does 
the situation become one of world-wide 
Importance. In the first place. It would 
appear to settle for a long time to come 
all of those problems growing out of 
Turkey hi Europe. W'e h.avo heard 
little In recent years of what was once 
a favorite theme of prime ministers, 
diplomats, writers for the press, name- 
ly, "The Sick Man." There still remains 
a deep-seated feeling among Catholics 
and Protestajnls of Europe that "the 
unspeakable Turk" ought not to be .al- 
lowed to remain on FJuropetm soil, that 
the Sultan's followers ought to be 
driven back to Asia and Africa, but this 
feeling no longer manifests Itself in 
govern ment.al circles. For this rea.son 
it Is only f.'ilr to infer that a large iiro- 
portlon of the iJOinilar iirejiidlces 
against the Sulttui making Const.ontl- 
noplc- his seat of government, are wear- 
ing away. It may be taken for granted 
that the iiresent generation at least hiia 
not Inherited the old crusade spirit and 
a war against the Kaiser as the prott!Ct- 
or of the Sultan, unless preciplttiied by 
atrocities equalling the Armenian and 
Bulgarian massaci'es of former years, 
would not be likely to be popular In any 
quarter of Europe. The Germnn Em- j 
peror, well aware that the Turkish gov- | 
emment must be conducted along lines 
lit least seml-clvlll!5ed, has undoubtedly 



Sultan of Morocco, which distinctly Imr 
plies that she will not negotiate with 
France. As Is generally known, France 
has claims in Morocco, but so, too, has 
the Sultiui of Turkey, for traditionally 
all of the Barbary powers, Morocco, 
Tunis, Tripoli, Algiers, etc., though the 
rule has never been pei'manently estab- 
lished, are hi more ways thtui one tied 
to the Sultan of Turkey. 

If Germany, on being informed of the 
to-iiis (if the Morocco stipulations of the 
A.iglo - French eiilente, li;ul asked 
I'raiice for exiiUiiiatloris or for a more 
special declaration a-s to her Intentions 
than that given In a general way by M. 
Delcasse, it would. In all iirobabiUty, 
not have been refused. But Instead of 
that Germany, far from raising any ob- 
jections, seized sundry oiiriortunltles of 
giving it to be understood thttt the 
Anglo-French entente In no wise affect- 
ed German Interests. A fortnight ago 
the German press began to talk differ- 
ently, and one of these newspaper con- 
troversies followed, which cannot pos- 
sibly lead to any practical conclusion, 
but which Invariably create a' gOod deal 
of bad blood. Count von, Buelow's re- 
marks, like the ICalser'a visit to Tangier 
itt this particular moment. In fact, the 
whole of the Gerpuui policy In Morocco, 
as now revealed. Is regarded by the 
French newspapers as unfriendly to- 
ward Franco. That the condition of 
alfnirs outlined Is not an Idle dream is 
evidenced by the fact that even In the 
German newspapers veiled references 
to the new Gorman policy and the now 
held for Gei-ni.an activities are con- 
stantly seen. One of the German news- 
papers (luotes a Russian atatesmon as 
saying that Emperor William Is en- 
deav(n-iiig to become protector of the 
Mohaniiiiediuis, that he has already as- 
sumed the po.'iltloii of Turkey, and this 
attitude will now bo extended to Mor- 
occo. The ooncluBloii of Uils Rus.ilan 
statesman Is that the Inlluence which 
this would give the Kaiser in the Mo- 
hammedan world would be Invaluable 
to lilni 111 the .-ivcnt of ;i war with Eng- ' 
liuid. 

The nowH of the llrst untoward con- 
secjuence of Emperor William's visit to 
rajigier wh.s received In Berlin from 
French sources. It came to light 
through the correspondent of the Echo! 
de Paris, who sent his paper the follow- 
ing despatch: "M. St.-Rene Talllandler 
has been waiting since March 11 for an ' 
answer to the communication of his 
programme, and the council of notables 
at Fez has pressed the Sultan to go to 
'I'angler. It appears that at the present 
moment our ambassador Is made to 
take a back seat and that the answer so 
eagerly awaited will not be forthcoming 
for a long time." 

Whether the German Emperor, with 
the- assistance of Bismarck 11., will be 
able to thwart or to destroy the entente 
between England and France will de- 
pend upon these two powers them- 
selves. The Parl.^ Matin, for Instance, 
observes that "if the object which the 
(Jerman jiress or the (Jorm.an govern- 
ment has In view be to link the Inter- 
ests .and p.)llcy ut France still more 
closely with tho.se of England, that 
press, or that government must feel 
quite satisfied."

WHO ARE FIREBRANDS? 

Liberal-Conservative newspapers, on 
account of their ojipcsltloii to the edu- 
cational clauses of the Autonomy Bill, 
have been accused of being "fire- 
brands" and "makers of strife."* The 
Toronto invpers. In particular, have 
been singled out as sinner.s In lliis 
respect. The Toronto papers, If we ex- 
cept the Telegram, which Is character- 
istically "screechy," have not been at 
all violent. They h.ave discussed the 
subject on Its merits, without abuse of 
opponents or personal Invective. Those 
who have read the Frencli-Canadlan 
papers during the same period of dis- 
cussion will think our Toronto con- 
temporaries have been mild in com- 
liarlson. Here, for Instance, Is on ex- 
tract from La Solell, which has the 
credit of being especially the mouUi- 
piece of Sir Wilfrid In Quebec : 

"Clear proof is afforded of the practi- 
cal soundness of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
>.'orthwest school policy by the savufra 
and hypocritical opposition made to it 
by the Conservative members of the 
House and the Conservative press 
throughout the country. So repugnimt 
a spectacle probably never before af- 
flicted a civilized land. 

"Talte It as a whole, this opposition 
Is simply an outpouring of the fiercest 
hatreds and the meanest enmities, a 
monstrous heaping up of sophisms and 
contradictions, a veritable Intellectual 
anarchy. 

"The more closely you examine th« 
opposing forces, the more evil a:nd im- 
pure elements you llnd it to contain. 
"Whatever there was of good or whole- 
some In the Conservative party has de- 
tached itself from It with loathing. In 
order to join the Government side, from 
which, on the other hand, there has not 
been one single defection — a proof that 
it is wholly free from the gangrene that 
Is eating Into the Consen-atlve party." 



he has more to gain by watUng until 
the Russian ships are nearer to Japan. 
And if in so doing he allows the un- 
hampered aepaxturo|;]lntoitlie5;l*aolfio 
ocean, the shelve''' of '*lhe*^battle win 
doubtless be near the Kurlles oi' in the 
Sea of OUhot-sch. The straits between 
Hondo and Yezo, and between the lat 
ter island an,4 Sa|fhaUen— -ihe ordinary 
approaches'' to Vladivostok— have been 
mined and the shore forts prepared for 
contingencies. Tlie Russians, too, are 
preparing to the end that the scone 
of battle TviU be in northern waters by 
making- a base at Petropavlovsk. In the 
meantime It la to be expected that the 
cruisers and torpedo craft at Vladivo- 
stok which did such damage to Japa- 
nese shipping in the Sea of Japan last 
year will again make periodical raids; 
though it were better for the fame of 
Rus.sla that small sailing craft and lish- 
ermen's vessels were not the quarries 
of the warships. Tliey could do much 
more for Russia by attending to the 
transports which dot the Sea of .T.apan 
and Yellow Sea, carrying troops, food 
and munitions to a growing army. By 
defeating the Russian squkdron with- 
out too grreat loss to his. own fleets, 
Togo can bring the war to a successful 
conclusion; if he fails, well — ^Rojest- 
vensky can recover all that Bussla has 
lost In Asia by defeating Togo and 
gaining command of the sea. Without 
this Japan cannot hope to bring the 
war to a successful conclusion. 



ATHEORYOFTHE NAVAL BATTLE 

No one knows Togo's plan of action 

except Togo, and possibly the Govern- 
ment of Japan. Any discussion of the 
situation must necessarily rest on 
speculation. We offer a theory, but a 
theory wholly fouflided on probabilities 
OS they appear this far from the scene 
of conlllct. 

For days readers have anticipated a 
naval battle in the China Sea; but It 
Is extremely doubtful If a general ac- 
tion will be fought there. The scene 
more probable is far to the north, near 
the Kurile Islands. That Russia antici- 
pates this is shown by the preparations 
at Petropavlovsk In Kamchatka, where 
a British Heel was defeated in 1804. 
Many colliers are on the way there- 
one is loading at Nanaimo. Some ex- 
perts expect that Togo will hang on 
the Russians' flank, and make dashes 
with his torpedo craft In the night. He 
may. The- teaching Is tliat only battle- 
.ghlps can light battle.shlps, and Togo 
llie cautious is not expirted to offer 
battle at a greater distance from his 
bases than necessary. He has a base 
In the Pescadores, but doubtless he 
would not consider it of the same utility 
as the bases in Japan, where a crli)l)led 
cruiser could reach safety willihi a 
short distance to be repaired. Togo 
has nothing to gain by going south to 
meet Rojestvensky in a general battle 
m the China .Sea; It were better for 
him to wait until the Russian vessels 
are more adjacent to his bases. And 
this is why a naval battle may not take 
place for some weeks. Rojestvensky 
will. It would seem, not seek the \ni»- 
sage of the l-"ormosan Straits; a way 
full of diuiger from torpedo craft. -Nor 
Is it likely that the Russian would seek 
to force his way through the Tsushima 
Straits Into the Sea of Japan. With de- 
pots on Tsushima Island, at Sasebo and 
neighboring points of- the Japanese 
coast and on the Korean coast It would 
be a battle ground with the adv.ontagcs 
balancing too heavily In Togo's favor. 
The probabilities are that Rojestven.'^ky 
will sail through the waters between 
the Philippine group luid Formosa Into 
the open Paclllc when the sciuailrons 
are loosed from the domain of France 
In China. The disadvantage to J;ipa- 
nese shipping of allowing Huch a cour.ie 
is obvious, but the advantage accruing 
to Japan of a battle nearer home -would 
probably offset this. Without doubt the 
squadrons of Rojestvensky and Nebo- 
gatoft will Join; then the RusMan 
Htiuadron will be much stronger— on 
])api'r at least — than the Japanese 
ilceis. Of course the cumbrous and Ill- 
balanced nattne of the Russian 
strength must be considered, but wlllial 
the Russians have the weightier ships. 
Japan 1b stronger than Russia In 
cruisers, but weaker In the heavier 
jShips that some experts claim sliould 
''•alone be in the battle line. The llrst 
effective shot of a Russian twelve-Inch 
gun would bode 111 for a cruiser, and, 
moreover, the lighter armament of a 
cruiser would be comparatively ineffec- 
tive against the heavy armor of -a bat- 
tleship. The Rtisslans have seven bat- 
tleshlp.i; Togo has live. The clianccK— 
for there are chances In war — would 
seem t(>\be with .the Russians, and this 
Is well appreciaied by the Japannss. 
Togo luiH made a reputation for ctmtlon 
In Japan. He would not rl.sk cm- 
rluslve victory at Port Arlliur with 
'la'nger to his battleships wlioii he real- 
ized that better results could be achlev- 
od by waiting for opportunity; so In 
the present instance it would seem that 



AS OTHERS SEE US. 

An Bngllshman named H. Whales Is 
writing a series of articles for the Lon- 
don St.T,ndard on Canada.. He came out 
to test the resources of the Dominion 
as a tield for immigration, as an immi- 
grant, with live "quid" In "als pocket. 
He has been doing the familiar act of 
placing himself In the other fellow's 
boots, iuid his experiences are rather 
interesting, and still more Interesting to 
Canadians are his impressions.*^ tbem, 
the Impressions of a man who has evi- 
dently never seen anything of colonial 
life. Of course, they are not the Im- 
pressions of the real immigrant The 
latter, as a rule, comes Into contact 
with the same social stnitum in which 
he was Imbedded at home, and while 
he finds a dllTerence, which even 
though like the Egyptian darkness, can 
be felt. It is not the difference which 
strikes a man with an Eton and Ox- 
ford training w'ho seeks the lumber 
woods, or the shovelling of snow on the 
streets, as an experience. In It he finds 
one phase of Canadian life, and, per- 
haps, a distinctively Canadian phase of 
life, but It Is not all Canada any more 
than we would expect to llnd all Eng- 
land represented at the London docks, 
or among the coal miners of the black 
country, or at a county fair. Uncon- 
sciously such a man as Mr. Whates 
disguised- as an "Immigrant" would ex- 
pect some deference paid to him from 
men, who In a similar rank In England 
would be deferential to him as the real 
Mr. Whates, assuming that he Is a 
"gentleman" of the true type. There- 
fore, we say, his Impressions are not to 
be relied upon as a true estimate in 
Influencing the class in Great Britain 
for whose benellt his Impressions are 
supposed to be reflected. An average 
intelligent worklngman would have 
been much more capable of arriving at 
the true relative state of affairs thaii 
Mr. Whates, and his Judgment would 
have been much more sound. The thing 
that naturally struck the latter gentle- 
man was t!;e "manners" of the persims 
among whnni he ;isso(;lat'.Ml. A work- 
lngman would be more concenied with 
the morals and means of gaining a live- 
lihood among his own class. Ue would 
have studied the economics of th« 
country .and not the social epidermis. 
As inigiit have been oxpecte<l, Jlr, 
Whates noticed that w-e have no man- 
ners, that we eat meat three times a 
day and drink tea at every meal. Hs 
also observed that in the cheap, down 
town hotels at whicli he "stayed" there 
were a dozen pairs of booted ftet dis- 
played In the window. From his point 
of view these were defects that far out- 
weighed other consi<kTati(ins. " Mr. 
Vs'hates tried- to be fair, and no doubt 
w.-i.;-, fair fniiii his poliit of view, as he 
al.-io nil-.-; lo hold up the other side of 
the shield, and in many respects his 
observations are sagacious and well 
timed; but by the very luiture of his 
acquired instincts the least important 
tilings inllueiiced him inost, and lliat \a 
«lie danger of men of his class forming 
ludgments for an entirely different 
class, and judgments based on extrem- 
est Insl.-inces. Had he mingled with 
lhu.se relatively in his own scale of so- 
ciety his observations and criticisms 
would have been probably more Just. 

Nevertheless such prltlclsnis are In- 
teresting as showing how our ways and 
InKtUullons strike one not al all famil- 
iar with them, and the lesson 
to be learned is that we should 
be Jess harsh In our attitude 
towards strangers, especially those 
from tile mother country who conie 
amongst us.

TUo Canadian works hard, 
ho lives In n climate which for six months 
In the year Is extremely eeverc, and the.se 
things make him a mighty trencherman, 
lie 3ia3 meat, often a choice of meat dl»]i- 
es, three times a day. Be lived eurprla- 
Ingly well, far better, I should judge, tlian 
his fellow workman in England. But he 
takes no liquor with his meals. There Is 
no such thing ns a wine and beer list In 
Canadian retjianrants so far as I have seen 
tliein. Tea or coIToo is served at break- 
fast, dinner and supper, and one meal !s 
almost exactly like another. Any one of 
them -would serve for a dinner. The Can- 
adian, In fact, cats throe dinners dally, 
and, thanks to the active life he leads.

A fteriHx,'!!,- and ii. row uj) the "Arm" 
to the (.lorge, a iiiitiii-al curlo.slty, wliere 
through ;i narrow cliamiel, between tin: 
rnck.'i, ruslie.4 n huge volume of w-ator 
iLl Xlagani H])ei.-d, iiltern.-itlng In direc- 
tion iiccording lo the trtHiii of llio tide. 
"The Ann" l.s a coiitlnuiitinii of Vlctorhi 
Imrbor, leadliig to the Gorge througli 
wonderfully wooded banks and promoil- 
torien, dotted with ro.sldences, gUrnp.so.s 
of which can be seen through the trees. 
The rocky shores are marvelously beau- 
tiful. As we Bllde along In our row- 
boat, we pass great rocks and grliint 
trees on the upland, inasaeB of shrub- 
bery, tangles of vines, and the Brt"aceful 
arbutus tree, -with Its smooth cinnamon- 
brown bark, glistening green leaves and 
twl.sted trunk overhanging the -water. 
In the glassy green surface of which 
the whole landscape Is reflected.

As the striking motormen left their 
cages and the guards tlndr platforms, 
as the tlidcet chiipiiers <|Lilt iiiul the 
ticket sellers packed ui) anil tlepartea, 
new men, each knowing what be bid 
to do. ami. with a fair knowledge lio.v 
to ihi it. apiieared from nowhere and 
fi-om everywhere, as it seeiiu-d. iird 
si. 'Plied liitii the vacant plnces. A 
steaiiiboiil currying iifti-eii luindreil of 

them was iii 'cd near the teruilnal 

yards remly to lurii nut il.s cargo the 
iiKinieiit til.' strike was rha-lared. Or- 
ganized bodies of striki'-br(;akers pour- 
ed in from nil over the country. 

'I'lu' ne>v im-ii reiiortcd to h'arley. went 
to work, ami for the most iiart stayed 
111 work, deaf alike to threat, jeers ur.d 
k-iitrealles. The tralii.s rail iKiorly at 
lirst, then a lilt better, llic-u better still. 
I'll. ire lu ver was a time when they were 
MoppiMj ailuKetlier. Fr'.)ni the time tlie 
first train moved, seven minutes after 
,lie <dd men <iuU, the strike was a fail- 
ure. The national officers of the unions 
Hastened to repudiate it, and the only 
recourse of Ave thousand men. left 
without a living, %vas to beg for Jobs 
from the company they had delled. 
Farley had won another fight. 

Such has been the end of every strike 
that Farley has handled. Sometimes 
It has not been done so easily, but the 



rushed single -handed to the rescue of 
his men. The mob scattered at the 
near sight of him and fled, with bullets 
from his revolver whistling: atJOdt their 
ears. That is Farley the strike-break 
Ing army Imows and follows. 

Once a strike is broken hs Is always 
willing to Intercede for the victims. I'or 
hundreds he has secured re-employment 
after the fight is over, and ever after- 
ward these are his devoted adherents 
whenever and wherever he may want 
them. He flghts fair, they say, and he 
keeps his word. He looks upon himself 
In the light of a benefactor, a sort of 
necessary brake on the wheels of the. 
labor coach when its drivers start It 
too fast down a steep hill. 

"Enemies," said he, "why, I suppose 
I have a few, but working men In gen- 
eral are not against me. Not even the 
labor union men regard me altogethsr 
as an enemy. Some of the best friends 
1 have got are In the unions. You see 
tbe.v know that it's pure business with 
iiie. if 1 didn't do this work someone 
else would. 'Pheii I'm alwlly.'^ willing 
1" help ;i good man to a job when 1 can 
do it. And let me tell you this: I 
ne\-er went in to a strike in which labor 
xvas jiaid less than two dollars a day, 
and I don't ibiiik I ever will. Most of 
the strikes 1 have broken were not over 
a (|iiestlon of wages at all, but over 
sc.me other (luestlon. Half the time It's 
iieeii recog-ultion f>f the unions, meaning 
the nil loll leaders." 

IILs metlioil of strike-breaking Is per- 
fectly simple. It Is to iissumble on the 
scene of trouble men who will run the 
str':'el cars whatever the d.anger may 
be When be has got the men there he 
stalls the car.s, and after that keejis 
them running, no matter what hapiieiis, 
until the strikers are tired out. Ho 
runs his own eoininlssarlat and feeds 
his nil n himself. They receive wtiges 
larger than union rales in similar oc- 
cupations. If they are Injured Farley 
sees that they get proper medlctil at- 
tendance till they are convalescent

Have animals the reasoning power 
which has been assumed to be tlie pre- 
rogative of mankind, their masters? 
Some of tlie foremost Kcleutlsts of Ger- 
mun.v have been quarreling over this 
(iueallon for the past sI.k nuniths, writes 
Kdwnrd C. lleyn in the .May number of 
McCIure's Jl.agazliic. Tlie controversy, 
which has becoino one of the popular 
topics of gossip in Berlin, has been stir- 
red up by the aniozlng achievements of 
the stallion "Kiiigre Haliip/i:, or •i'Clevar 
Hans." To visit the animal In his 
muddy stable yard has become a fad. 
Hoclety women and noblemen have paid 
Iholr respects to blm; educators and 
psychologists have studied him. Ofll- 
clal commissions have even .experiment- 
ed upon him, wilh the most remarkable 
results. 

Baron von Oeten, for many years a 
Prussian nobleman schoolmaster, is the 
owner and teacher of Hans. He Insists 
that the animal Is capable of individual 
thought and an Independent process uC 
reasoning. Nothing can offend the 
grizzled and seedy old baron more than 
to assort that Hans' tricks are merely 
the remarkable results of ]iaticiit tniin- 
Ing. lie has not trained Hans, he will 
declare, wdth profane emphasis; he has 
"educated" blm with the same process 
by which the children in the lower 
inlmary grades of Prussian public 
schools are taught. 

But strangely enough, Paron-von Os- 
ten does not consider Ifans inirticularly 
clever. He says that the average coticli 
horse can be educated to the same de- 
gree of prolleieiic.v, luul thtit be onco 
owned a horse that was far more Intel- 
ligent than Hans. He rejects with in- 
dignation all theories of suggestions, 
hypnotism and telepathy by which Ibe 
explanation of Hans' acts la attempted, 
and stubbornly proclaims that the 
horse's mental processes do not depend 
in the slightest degree upon himself. 
And, although few of the many scien- 
tists who have examined Hans agree 
wdth the Baron upon this point, few 
also have the least doubt that the old 
schoolmaster Is wholly sincere In his 
belief. 

Mr. Heyn writes that the lirst day he 
went to see the wonderful horse he 
found nil assemblage st:-angely out of 
keeping wdtb the siiualld surroundings, 
including the Turkish and Spanish am- 
bassadors, the Chilian consul, ofTlcors 
of the fiernian nrmy. ropresent.atlves of 
the learned professions, scientists of 
liigb standing and several ladies of 
iiobb birth. The Haron led H.ans into 
tne yard and explained his method of 
speech by stating that to Indicate num- 
bers the horse stamped bis forefoot for 
every unit, turned his head to the right 
for "yes" and to the left for "no." Then 
In response to questions put by the 
Huron, Hans proceeded to count, add, 
KUbstract, divide, multiply, spell and 
read — which accomplishments are be- 
yond many ;i Germ.an or Russian peas- 
ant, and which, In a human child of the 
same age — 8 years old — would be re- 
garded as certain Indications of genius. 

"■What is the Kaiser's birthday ?" de- 
manded the Baron. (It is January 27.) 

Hans stamped 27 times, 

"What month?" 

Hans stamped once, and was reward- 
ed with a carrot 

"What time is it?" asked the Baron, 
holding: out his watch, which marked 
1 o'olocic 

Hans stamped once. 

"On what number is the largest 
hand?" and Hans said "twelve." 

Then the Baron borrowed a watch 
which was five minutes slow, and said: 
"Tell me, Hans, how many minutes are 
lacking to make it 1 o'clock according 
to this watch." 

"Five," said Hans, and received, an- 
other carrot. 

Then came a lesson In reading. Upon 
one numbered blackboard the words 
"Pruegol" (wdiipplng) was written, upon 
a second the n.-ime of the Spanish Am- 
b.assador, Dl RIota, and.^upon a third 
the name of the writer, '-Heyn. When 
Hans was asked what he received when 
he was naughty he walked up to the 
"Pruegel" blackboard; when he was 
asked upon which board "Heyn" was 
written lie stamped once, the board In 
question bearing that number. Dl 
Biota's name was also recognized, and 
when the boards were shifted into other 
positions Hams was never baffled. 

The horse then proceeded to distin- 
guish colors and Indicate them by name. 
Rags of various hues were suspended 
on a. line and their corresponding names 



written on blackboards. Hans distin- 
guished the colors as easily aa the 
names. iThen In a lesson upon the 
rudlnaenta of geometry Hans identified 
drawlrigs:i'o|! a circle, a sciuare and an 
arrow 'VVlth* perfect ease, ... 'A'ne -Baron 
next aijftedi V^^b'F,.! Bh^)uld like to 
imow, how many comera.'has d circle," 
.and the .audience enjoyed a ' hearty 
laugh at the maiinert^vith whlclv Hahs 
wagged bis head to the' left for "no." 

Twu'iily-four hours after Mr. Heyn 
had been formally presenteil to Hans by 
the Haron a lesson in spelling was 
given by means of a blackboard upon 
which was drawn an alphabetical and 
numerica; chart. "Now, Hans," said 
the Baron, "what Is this gentleman's 
name?" 

Hans stamped once, and then, after a 
pause, four times. At the intersection 
of the first vertical and the fourth hor- 
izontal lines was written tho letter "b." 
Hy the same method Hans spoiled out 
"e," "1" and "n." the substitution of the 
"1" for the "y" in the name belli).; ex- 
plained by the fact that the horse bad 
been taught to spell phonetically. H.ans 
had been introduced to General Koer- 
liig ten days before, but remembered 
;ind spelled bis name with perfect ac- 
curucv. Then Hans, in reply to the 
Baron's questions, informed Ills visitors 
that the iierson standing nearest the 
blackboard was a boy and- that next to 
him were ladles. When five men were 
placed In a row and numbered'from left 
to right Hons told which was the tall- 
est, which was the stoutest, which liad 
his arm In a sling, how many were offi- 
cers, which of them had umbrellas and 
which had swords. He was never mis- 
taken. 

Then the Baron proceeded to show 
that Hans' education included music. 
A scale was drawn upon a blackboard 
and the notes were numbered. When 
the schoolmaster blew several notes 
upon a harmonica and asked Hans to 
tell which they were by Indicating their 
numbers on the scale the answers were 
given successfully. 

Charges of fraud were made against 
the baron, and accordingly a commis- 
sion, the members of which were scien- 
tists, animal siieclallsts and educators, 
v/as appointed to investigate Hans and 
his master. In reporting that the ac- 
cusation v/as groundless, this body 
stated: "Another series of experi- 
ments was carried out wdiere the ans- 
wers to the questions asked by Herr 
von Osten could not possibly be known 
to tlie questioner himself. The ma- 
jority of the undersigned, however, 
liave" jiersonal, knowledge of many in- 
dividual cases' where, in tho absence of 
Herr von Osten, correct answers have 
been given to other persons. Among 
these cases were some where the ques- 
tioner was himself in Ignorance of the 
answer or mistaken as to the proper 
answer." 

'Phen the eminent Professor Stumpf, 
with his assistants, descended upon 
Hans .i;id conducted an elaborate series 
of experhneiits. if err .Stumpf contra- 
dicted ilie other investigators by as- 
serting. "The experiment failed In 
those cases where the answer was not 
known to any of those present, aa, for 
Instanct;, when written figures or ar- 
ticles to be counted were so placed be- 
fore the horse aa to be Invisible to the 
persons present, and especially to the 
peraon asking the question. The horse 
therefore, can neither count, read nor 
reckon." 

Herr Stumpf accounts for the hor.se's 
correct answers to questions put by the 
Baron or by spectators by the following 
theory; "In the course of the long 
training in reckoning which the horse 
has had he must have come to observe 
those slight, unconscious movements of 
the body of the te.acher, and to have in- 
terpreted these as signs. The move- 
ments wdileb thus produce a ooiTes- 
pondlng actiim on the part of the horse 
are. In the case of Herr von Osten, so in- 
linltesimiil that It is uo wonder that 
they .should escape the attention of 
trained and experienced observers. Herr 
Pfuni.'st, whose leiwers of observation 
have been specliilly developed by lab-^ 
oratory work einbracing facial expres- 
sions of even the shortest duration, has, 
however, been able to detect vaxipuB 
movements of Herr von Osten, which 
constituted the condition precedent to 
the horse's achievement. Furthermore, 
the same result was attained - when 
Herr Pfungst made no conscious move- 
ments at all, but simply concentrated 
his mind upon the desired number, 
since the appropriate movement thus 
occurred unconsciously."

You are re- 
ceiving, free of cost to you, rcadim.'n 
such as you pay SI for at a palmist^s. 
As a rule, the prints come in ;;roups, 
four to ten sending liaiuls under one 
cover. The cost of shellac and alcohol 
is a mere nothini; amongst a iiartv, ami 
1 should not be omitted. Smoke a sheet 
I of .SxlO writing paper, such as is found 
i in the ordinary tablet, with a piece of 
I Imriiing camphor gum, size of a pea. 
il'laco the left hand on the smoked su.'- 
face. ^Vhen the print is (dear and com- 
plete, fix by pouring alcoliol on tlio back 
of the print, holding the print <'arefiilly 
by the corners to prevent rubbing the 
lines. 1)0 not omit outjiniii^' the liuiid 
and lingers as the hand rests on the 
paiier. Do this carefully with a slender 
pencil or knitting needle. The hxalive 
(•onsists of i/j ounce of siiellac dissolved 
in four ounces of alcohol.

For constipation of children, rub oil 
into the iilidomen nifrht and morning; it 
relieves ]iain nnd is soothing to small 
children. For a new-born babe, the on 
iiath is the liest, and uneiiualed. Pre- 
vents crying and restlessness usually 
caused by the suiarting which rcsultsi 
from the action on the tender skin of 
"ideiity of good soap." Uuli oil well 
into the child's body, and wipe off willi 
a soft cloth, thus ^'iving no occasion for 
a "cross baby." l''iu- rickety, deliral''. 
thin children, ru!i olive oil into the skin 
over the entire body, daily. h'or very 
younj; children, twice daily. 

For the preservation of the complexion 
and the iirevention of wrinkles, rub oii 
into the face each night, or before going 
out into the wind or sun. 

For tlie body, use olive oil. For the 
face, almond oil is i)roferriHl. I^ard is 
available for cases of sickness, croup or 
colds, pnennionia or eniaeiation, if the 
oil is not (d)taimible. Use in either case 
a small amount nnd work it into tlie 
skin till entirely absorbeii^ More than 
the skin will take up is useless. 

.'ill exercise for sufferers from con- 
stipation which is simple and at the 
same time effective is this niassa;,'c 
movement, to be self-adniinislercd uiglit 
and iiioriiin^: Stand in correct position, 
feet together, hips thrown iuick, chest 
forward, bead well nji. so that lirealhing 
is easy and deep. Clinch the right list 
and with it make a kneading, rocking 
motion from heel of palm to knuckles, 
slowly and deeply up the right side of 
abdomen, across to left side and down 
left side. Do this slowly and thoroughly 
from fifteen to twenty times, twice 
daily. Drink freely of cold -water. 
.Upon retiring, and shortly before break- 
fast, drink a tumblerful of water into 
which has been stirred a tcaspoonful of 
ordinary yellow cornmeal. Three luoiitlis 
of this cheap and simple trealnient will 
cure very severe cases of long stainliii'.'.

1 
cannot (luote statistical evidence, but 
It would certainly appear that our 
mothers were far better able to nurse 
their children than our wives; the pres- 
ent generation of mothers seems to be 
on tlie way to tlie loss of the power to 
dlscluuge the most characteristic and 
the most slgnillcant function of mam- 
malian motherhood. 

At least equally serious, nnd perhaps 
even more abundant, la the lack, not 
of the power, but of the will to nurse. 
Willie a large percentage of the willing 
cannot, a large percentage of the able 
w ill not. Whether the physical inca- 
iiaclty, which threatens to turn out a 
"new ■woman" who cannot ca,U herself 
a mammali or the moral incapacity, 
which makes a woman rank lower in 
the ethical scale than the mothers of 
animal species long extinct, from which 
she would not care to admit that she 
Is descended, be the more deplorable, I 
cannot say. 

Unless I am gravely mistaken, we 
have to recognize a decadence of fath- 
erhood as well as iiiotherliood. Not 
only is the well-to-do father not nearly 
s-o pleased to become such — and cspo- 
clally to multiply bis rlglit to tlie title 
— as he might he, but he only too often 
grudges his child tlie services of its 
mother.

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Now let US speak of the eleventh hour 
that is well employed. There are some 
of all kinds. 

First, tliere Is the eleventh hour oC 
those who have not succuedod, but who, 
late in life, when they no longer oxijccl- 
ed it, see success .-md encouraBenient 
come to them. Tliey have spent tlielr 
days patiently, one by one, and without 
result. A man v/aking up in the night 
strikes one match after the other with- 
out result; at last only one reniaina, and 
that one ho succeeds In lighting. Thus 
sometimes in the last period of a life- 
time that has been unsuccessful and 
full of worry, one of those lives that 
make ua say (but wrongfully, for wo 
should never say that) that we have 
heen unlucky, something Is left In it, 
and what is left Is blessed. 

This fact, that sometimes toward the 
evening of life patience Is rewarded 
with success, has so struck liunian 
imagination that tradition and old 
legends have perpetuated It in graceful 
pictures and poetical creations. 

Do you remember that the whole of 
the sacred history rests upon Abraliani, 
who was old and had no posterity ? His 
son, Isaac, was born to him late in life, 
when he no longer hoped for any chil- 
dren. 

Ill nnothor line of tliought, when 
Clirl.<?toplier Cohiml)UH sot forth with 
Ills great belief In the roundnea.s of the 
earlh and that another route could be 
found to the Indies, do you remember 
that tliere wa.s a terrible moment In Ills 
voyage of di.scovory '■' A comivict Wiis 
made between his companions, wlio had 
revolted .against the adventurer, and 
Christopher Columbus, wlio still obstln- 
.ately hoped on. Three days' grace wa.s 
given him, and it v.as only on thi; third 
day, when all seemed lost, that the cry 
of "Lund! Land!" was heard. 

Thus cr.c of !.he greatest events in 
history and one of the most wide im- 
l)ortanci>. the discovery of the new con- 
tinent, came as a surprise at tlie 
eleventh hour. 

It was the same, also, with Bernard 
Pallssy. After days and days of study 
and research he threw Into the oven the 
last remaining sticks of his furniture, 
the last pieces of his flooring, and he 
found what he was seeking at the 
eleventh hour. 

In a congregation like this there are 
certainly many people who haye read 
Tolstoy; You know that his thoughts 
that have most stirred the world, that 
have most struck our hearts, are those 
that came to him after his llftletli year. 

What a difference with those men who 
come to a full stop In their Intellectual as 
well as moral acquisitions toward their 
thirty-fifth year! There are even some 
who liave learned nothing more since 
they came out of the big .schools where 
their youth was spent in rapidly ab- 
sorbing as much science as possible. 
Tliey have acquired this science so has- 
tily and with such badly arranged 
method that they have come to a full 
stop, tired out for the remainder of 
their days. Tolstoy began a new life at 
50 years of age. 

Fortunately, we also know many men 
whose beautiful old age is a renewed 
youth, a youth in another form. They 
no longer have in their heart the dis- 
turbing element of passions, the dust 
of life amid which they formerly strove 
has been laid, and with it all the things 
that sometimes, in the days of youth, 
prevent men from being entirely what 
they really are. They are at peace, 
they are tranquil. The eleventh hour 
has come .with that clear luminance 
that reminds one Of a September land- 



scape. All things are bathed In light, 
the air is puie, distant views come 
nearer, it seem:; as tiiough the earth 
was transformed and traiisllgured. In 
a word, there is in man's life, when it 
has been a long and active one, a time 
that can be compared to autumn; tlie 
fruit prepared by a long e:r.lstence has 
reached maturity; the tillage of spring 
and the worlc of summer have laoduced 
the reward and harvest.

What useful work, 
wliat fruitful labor can ho not condense 
ill one clear-sighted counsel wherein 
Is united, as in a golden ray, all the 
light that he has slowly and patiently 
gathered through the hesitations, the 
researches and the struggle of his

I Imow of nothing more useful to 
those in the first. In the third, in the 
' sixth hour, that Is to say, to infancy in 
his morning time, to youth in its beau- 
tiful flower and to life in its ripe ma- 
turity, than to have frequent Inter- 
course with those In the eleventh hour 
who are still living. It Is even in the 
respect that we show to our dear old 
ones. In the affection that they Insiiire 
in ii.s, that we lind the guarantee that 
the beautiful gold they have amassed in 
their heart will not be lost sight of In 
ths future. With i)ious hands the young 
standing on the threshold of life, gather 
tile treasure to make of 11 a store of 
goodne.gs. 

i<o'.v v.'e come to tlie eleventh hour of 
those who have wasted their life. They 
have not noth.'cd that they were alive. 
They have groped about In moral dark- 
ness or rusted away In inaction. They 
liave not: understood that If man has a 
heart It is so that he may love his 
neighbor. Until then they have not 
been aware of the problem that is put 
before every one of us on this earth in 
this day that we live, treading those 
earthly paths in the midst of the great 
and sorrowful solidarity of the living. 
They have lived as In a dream. Neither 
the starry heavens nor human con- 
science has aiipealed to them In any 
way. And now they come out of their 
dream at the eleventh hour. They per- 
ceive with terror that their life has been 
wasted. Yet they are not cast down. 
They say, "If only a drop remains, let 
us utilize that drop." And they give It 
with such a whole heart and with such 
generous devotion that the drop be- 
comes a river. It requires singular 
courage and that a man should pull 
liimself together with all his energy to 
be able to thus quietly utilize the last 
hour. 

I have sometimes envied the calm- 
ness and apparent serenity — at all 
events the strength of mind — of some 
wretched criminals struck down by hu- 
man laws. Their last hour has come; 
they are about to be suppressed, more 
by an act of vengeance tlian of Justice, 
from the living. Yet they are as tran- 
quil as though they h.ad been men of 
good life. If I pitied them for the evil 
tlii;y have done, I envied them for their 
peace of mind. I admired them when 
they quietly iiorformed certain super- 



ficial actions and Indulged, for instance, 
in one last enjoyment, for that was one 
way of using the elovontli hour. 

Before taking leave of this world I 
would like to do some good deed as 
iiuietb' as though I had centuries before 
nie. And I would not be wrong, for we 
always have centuries In front of us 
when we are doing good in the inlinite 
cohesion of the will of God. I would 
deem It a haiipiness greater than all 
others to be able to be at pe.ico at tiie 
eleventh hour; to be able, with scrupul- 
ous care, like those who arrange every- 
thing neatly in their home at night, so 
that they should see no untidiness in 
the morning, to put all things In their 
place, repair an injustice, smile for the 
last time, be as kind as though one 
were still to be so for a long time more, 
and leave behind one a little light, iac- 
cordlng to the beautiful words Of the 
Scrlpuire: "T!ie way of the just shines 
like light." Is not such an hour worth 
a whole life-time? 

There Is so much value in certain in- 
tentions and In certain deep actions 
that a dellnite satLsfactlon results from 
them. "Whoever has drunk of this 
water shall never thirst." When we 
have touched the bottom of things by 
a whole and perfect gift of ourselves we 
feel fully and wholly satisfied. We may 
say, as old Jacob .said when he once 
more folded In his ariiiH his .son Jo- 
seiih. whom he thought was lost: "I 
have known human Joy to the uttermost 
llbres of my soul, now I can die, for I 
liave seen my son." 

That is tlie most beautiful of all 
eleventh hour.s. 

It recalls tlie words of the prophet: 
"Toward evening came llglit." In that 
light were forgotten all the obscurities 
that had darkened the remainder of the 
day. 

1 would like to make all men, who are 
my brothers and companions on the 
changing road of existence, careful of 
lldiigs of hlgli value. s:ivers of tini 
especially. 

The valiant mothers of small house 
liold.s, who are careful and saving, do 
not allow anything to bo wasted; they 
are careful of the pieces that fail from 
a piece of material; you see them make 
wonderful things out of what appeared 
to be old rags. Take example fi-om 
them and resj ect the remnantH of time. 
Perhaps you may have noticed the 
wiu'lcman wlio all day long sees a num- 
ber of chips of wood fall under his saw 
or bench. At the (^lose of the day he 
bends down and picks up all these small 
shavings and lights a bright fire with 
them on his hearth. 

These courageous mothers and these 
workmen who allow nothing to be wast- 
ed give us, in small things, a splendid 
les.son that we can apply to greater 
things. 

Let us never lose a fragment of 
time; let us never pass over a particle 
of an hour, and especially when, at the 
close of life, we approach the eleventh 
lu)Ur let u.s not lose one moment of It. 
I.Ike the workman who sits down to 
rest at the fall of night, and who.se face 
is lit up by the light of his fire, let us 
make with the shavings of our days a 
treasure of tenderness, of Justice, of 
kindness, of humanity, of eternity; with 
the shavings of our days let us make 
light. 

My brethren, those are a few human 
remarks that I have wished to put be- 
fore you. Kvery man who disposes of 
a particle of time will understand to 
what extent he can jirolit by these re- 
flections on the eleventli hour.

The announcement of the successful 
meeting of the two galleries of this 
great work marks the termination of ii 
tremendous struggle agaiii.st the forces 
of nature, which in tlio hands of dilTei- 
ciit men might have had a disastroii-q 
termination.

middle of the Alps, at a point (5 miles 
7i)l j-ards from the north entraiu e. llie 
length of the tunnel is T.),S(i;! metres, or 
about 12.2G miles, aud is, Ijy a con^^idiM- 
able distance, the longest in the world. 
OTie length of tho .\rlberg tunnel is 
miles; Mont Ceni.s, 7.i)8 miles; St. 
iGothard, 9.3 miles; .Severn, l.li.^) miles; 
so that the Simplon exceeds the longi'st 
,bT nearly throe miles. It was not the 
extreme length that constituted the great 
difficulty of the enterprise; this was 
duo to soft, ami consequently treacher- 
ous rock in places, combined with both 
hot' iiiid cold springs of groat volume, 
the former being of high tempera tiir.'. 
Ill fact the work is uni(ine in liie annals 
of engineering, the dilllculties being 
without precedent. 

Tho Tunnel and Its History. 

Tlie tunnel really consists of two 
liaiallel tunnels, each for n single line of 
rails, pbiced about 52 feet apart, ceiitr.? 
to centre. One oiily Of these has as yei 
been arche<l; tlie other consists of a 
"lieading" 10 feet wide by feet to i 
feet in height for construction anil ven- 
tilation purposes, but this latter will he 
lalicii in hand and completed as n second 
tunnel as soon as the traffic requires it. 

This line of communication through 
the .\lps had lieen proposed some tift.v 
years ago. tint nothing of a praetii'iu 
nature was done until llie yi'ur IS'.)."., 
when plans and estimates were i-arefuliy 
considered iind prepared, and a provi- 
sional contract for the construction was 
niado between the .Tura Simplon Kait- 
way ("ointiany and Messrs. Itrandt, 
ISrandau iSr ('<>.. the well-known <'on- 
tractors. 'Plie late Mr. Krandl, to whose 
skill and knowledge much of the success 
was due, had heoii in a highly resjjon- 
siblo position on tlie work of the St. 
(Jotliard tunnel, and his groat oxperi- 
eiii e there onalilcd him to devise various 
appliances, particularly his weU-known 
hydraulic perforator, or drill, by means 
of which a speed in execution had been 
attained surpassing that in any other 
rock tunnel. 

Ilerr Kdw. Siilzer, of the well-known 
linn of Sulzer Hrfis., of Wiiiterthur, 
Herr Bnindau, Ilerr l/')rlior, the taleut- 
e<l engineer of Ziirii'h, the constructor oC 
the mountain railway up Tiiatus, Herr 
I'ressel, Herr von Kager and others 
have been associated In, the -work. 
Internationa! Commission Appointed. 

Unfortunately, <loubts wore thrown hy 
Jeading autliorities upon tho possibility 
of couatriicliug a tunnul of tlii:: great 
length, with such a liclBllt of mouiitoin, 
some 7,<XK) feet, above tlio work.. TUio

The Swiss government tl\crefore de- 
cided to summon to their aid an inter- 
national commission of tunnel experts. 
The govenameHts of Italy, Austria and 
Great Britain were requested each to 
nominate an engineer to advise and 
report upon the jdans, estimates and 
proposals. The Italian government 
nominated .Signer Guiseppe Colombo, 
member of tho Italian legislature ami 
afterwards minister of the treasury, a 
most: able man: Austria iiominatej 
Ilerr f. ,1. Wagner, one of the goveni- 
luoiit engineers and constructor of tho 
Arllierg tiimiei. in which considerable 
dilllculty had been met with; wliilst

The "ground" was vr-ry treaeli- 
oroMs, so that it had to lie heavily tim- 
bered; the stoutest ami largest timbers 
were cnisV.ed. and sleid girders had to 
take their place; hut so great was (lie 
iwoight that thoao were twisted atid.'diH- 
tortod, and 'iiindlv v.-ere oiil.y i liold. in 
their /ilnce by being strengthened With 
H'oncreto in cement. This enabled' the- 
J driving of the jealiory to prooetid! bnt 
nicanwhilo the llrigue end had renclioil 



the top of the gradient in tliO middle of 
the tunnel, although the rock tempera- 
ture had risen to Ki'2 degrees Fahren- 
heit, fullv li.'j degrees more than had 
been expected. With a view to saving 
time, it was then decided to continue 
this and drive down the ItaUan gradient 
to meet the corresponding tunnel coming 
up from Iselle, although it was (iinte 
anticipated that dilllculties would he met 
with in driving dowuhlll. In thus the 
contractors were not deceived, for very 
soon hot Kiirings of 117 degrees Fahren- 
heit and of considerable volume were 
met witii. These springs are far hotter 
than is bearable, but the engineers 
■ailopte<l the comparatividy simple ex- 
pedient of throwing jets of cold water 
into tho lissures and thus reducing tlie 
leniperatiire as far as was necessary. 
The cold water is driven into the tunnel 
iby centrifngal pumps, through pipes sur- 
irounded bv non-couducting mateiial, so 
that the water is delivered as soon as 
possible. 

At a point ]0,;',7(J metres from the 
northern entrance, or 809 metres from 
the top of the gradient, further hot 
springs were encountered of such a 
volunio that they filled the descending 
portion of the work \\nth hot water, and 
stopped driving at tlie l!rig\ie end in the 
mouth of May last. 

Meanwhile the work at the Italan 
face was pushed on. until in September 
last another hot spring of 111 degrees 
d'^ihrrnhoit was encountered in each of 
the parallel galleries, amounting to about 
1,800 gallons per minute, xand eonsi<lor- 
ahlo ditllcnltv and gr<.'at delay were 
caiiNod. P.v dint of extraordinary per- 
poveraiice and courage, these siirings 
were passed and soon left behind hy tlie 
Qirnndt drill. The volume of water then 
emilte<l from tho tunnel was still about 
VJ.OOO gallons per minute. 
■ Tlie actual junction of tlie galleries 
was efl'eeted at 7::!0 a. ni. yesterday, ami 
the aconmnlated hot water on llio Swiss 
side found its escape into the south gal- 
lerv. and was diBcliarge<l into Italy. 

The work that now romoins to be done 
i.s to put in place the masonry arching, 
(o cover over the water channel beneath 
tho floor of tho tunnel, nnd to Iny tho 
"emionent way. aftei; which the formal 
inauguration will donhtless take place 
with general rejoicings, upon tho com- 
pletion of the most remarkable nnd the 
most extensive work of the kind in the 
world.

A miniature Cbxey army Is forming 
among the striking army boot work- 
ers of Northamptonshire, Eng. It Is 
proposed to march on the War Office In 
London and lay the men's grievances In 
regard to pay, etc., before thei .officials. 
A biind of music htta been eWgaged to 
acoomintny the strikers, whose march 
will probably take a week. 

Tlie newly or^anUed Master Plumb- 
ers' Association, embracing members in 
both Victoria and Vancouver, is al- 
ready up against a labor difficulty at 
the Mainland city, an ultimatum having 
b^en issued by the journeymen plumb - 
eds to the effect that unless the employ- 
ers accede to their request for an in- 
crease m wages, a general strike would 
be declared. All \mlon men laid down 
their tools on May Day. At present the 
journeymen plumbers are paid SI per 
day and they are now demanding an 
increase of 80 cents per day. Forty-live 
plumbers are on strike, about live are 
working for two employers at tlie in- 
creased rate, but it is understood that 
the emiiloyers have only agreed to this 
on account of some rush work. It Is 
said tlie employers are wililn.i^ to grant 
half llie hici-easo asked for by the jour- 
neymen. A leading plumber has stated, 
however, that unless ;ui agreement 
were arrived at, tlie shops would be 
working on non-union principles, prac- 
tically open shops. 'I'lie trouble In Van- 
couver does nt)l affect Victoria. 

Labor organizations are invited by 
resulutioa of tlie Trades and Labor 
Couneil to contribute towards a fund in 
aid of the Children's W ard at tlie Fro- I 
vincial Itoyai Jubilee Hospital. This is 
an object which cotiiinends itself to the 
synii)athles of ail members of trades 
unions and we feel sure the response 
will be immediate and liberal, enabling 
the board of directors to proceed with 
a work which has hung lire all too long 
already. 

I^ast week was "Self- Denial" week 
,>f the Salvation Army, an annual oc- 
currence. It may be interesting to state 
that the worlc covered by the army in 
this territory last year consisted of

A Miner's Experience

• Yos, titter niontlis of toil, Tjuoyod up

!$10 op .fIS I -^vashcHl out evory day, 
looldng on it (is n flen-bito -vvitli what 
■was ahead, 1 was not in tuiy way pro- 
pared for the <lisapp()iiitnie!it; that had 
befallen mo. I had reached the cliniux 
oc rav hoi)cs, low water, and -with it my 
first day's work liad yielded 75 cents. 
As I sat slarinf: at the lump' of ROkl 
and aui<'ksilver tliat lay at the bottom of 
my gold inni, wonilcriufr if it was all a 
'dream or just t-haiu'e luck, the miuers 
^rlio hnJ been ■\\-orUiiifr helow me bo};au 
to troop back to their oabitis. As I 
watched thu-m sUnvIy trooping' ivy, words 
were not needoil to tell me tliat their 
luck had been as bad as luy own. Their 
dps\M)n(leiit far-PS and droopinsc shoulders 
had faihiro written only too plainly upon 
tlieni. One inul all had the .same story; 
the }rol<l was praotieally finished, for 
what could bo washed out was barely 
cnoucli to par for grub, let alone any- 
ihing else.

Some 
threw down their packs and with any 
sort of rude contrivance began to dig and 
wash out the diri, which was found to 
b(» very rich. Lack of proper imple- 
ments forced them to return with Itoss 
to ^■ict(lria. bestowing on tho bar the 
name of the fiiitler, Kanaka Bar. 

The news of the gold find being 
hr(niglit down to Victoria by these meu 
created a great excitement naturally 
among the few settlors. From them the 
news spreail to California and caused 
what I .shall always call the great inva- 
sion of 18.5S, with which niy narrative 
deals. 

It was (liirin'r the suinmor of 185.S 
that Douglas, realizing how necessary it 
was to hav(> a road to the head of tho 
diggings that was usable at all times of 
the year, made up his mind to open up 
what was known as the Douglas Lillooet 
route. The water journey through tho 
river itself was obviously the nearest 
route to its headwaters, but this was 
only feasible in the early spring or late 
•fall, owing to the swiftness of the cur- 
rents and the dangers of its riffles at 
other sea.s<nis. Tho only other road was 
over the Hope Mountains, and this again 
could only be used for three or four 
■months in the year, the snow at other 
times rendering it impassable. Tho 
scheme was to widen out the <dd Indian 
trail running from I'ort Douglas, at (he 
head of Harrison Lake, to Pemberton 
Lake, to carry it; on from there to An- 
derson I^ake and Seton Lake, and from 
ihenco to Lillooet, thos forming a high 
i-oad open at all seasons of the year. To 
arry out this plan, Douglas sent up Mr 



of another steamer to return to Califor 
nia, as many had partners working 
claims for thena there, making rich re- 
turns. ' 

It may perhaps interest you to hear 
when and where gold was fir.s;t found in 
The province. I had 
from the lips of one of the party at tho 
finding. My iiiforninnt. one Tom Uoss, 
"w-a.s in in the employ of the Hudson 
liay Company, comniaiiding one of their 
bateaux. The steamers Heaver and 
Otter carried good.=: and supplies to Fort 
I/angiey, consi<iered at that time tho 
bond of navigation, neither of the two 
mentioned steamers hein? strou!: enough 
to combat the strong currents of the 
Fraser. From Fort Langiey Uoss 
started with his bateau, nothing more 
nor less thim n heavily-built boat. This 
ihe loaded with supplied and manned 
with n knnnka crew, who by towing, 
poling and rowing, managed to convey 
it and tho carco safely to Fort Hope. 
At this place Ross abandoned bis rude 
craft and stnrtod olF with his pack train 
of horses and the kanakas for Kamloop.i 
and the outlying forts. What that jonr- 
ney was, it is iinpossihie for anyone who 
has not made it to ininginc. The road 
lay through the forest primeval, whicli 
sounds nice enoucb in poetry, but is in 
Tonlity the toughest sort of <-onntry pos- 
sihk< to travel through. They followed 
som<;time.4 for miles a tiny Indian trail 
that often had been pressed by no human 
foot since their own had fallen on it the 
year before. Scaling at times high 
monntJiiii fastiiesBes where tlie trail lost 
itself among boulders and broken stones, 
at others fording creeks and forcing 
their way through henry underbrush and 
bramblen, under fiercest snmraer suns 
and drenching rains; sometimes on 
their homeward trip pressing throngii 
snow brenst-higb. Xo voices broke the 
aM'fnl f'lroKf solitude hut their own; no 
.sound (lisliirbed the silence that reigneil 
inten.-e ;iiid ovorpo wcriui; except now 
and tliiMi the wail of a distant panther 
or tlie howl of a wolf, the sonmls mak- 
ing the silence more striking and awe- 
Foni-e. At iii>,'h1, seated around their 
camp firrf-', they could see tho eyes of 
wild animals shininc in the oiiter circle, 
glowing in the rud<ly glare of the fire 
like livrng topaz. It was not comfort-

A3 we scrambled one afternoon over 
the rockt* near one of the most danger- 
ous riffles, we came on two meu seated 
on the banks, gazing moodily and sadly 
nt the swift water at their feet. On 
eiKiuiry we fouiui that their canoe, con- 
taining their three companions, their 
mining tools, jirovisions, their little nil in 
the- world, had just been upset arid their 
companions drowned before their eyes, 
whilst they had to stand helpless, utterly 
nnnblo to help them. "\Vj> gave them 
what little bread we had baked; niothiug 
else we had to sriare; even if we had, 
it wouhl have been of no^use to them, 
as Ihey had not even a~Trying-pan left. 
So. sorry as we were, we hail to leave 
them to' their fate, which was to walk 
back fifteon or twenty miles to Yale over 
the high bluffs aiid toeky iieadlauds of 
the cniiyonB. What their ultimate fate 
was we never found out. That of their 
companions was not, alas! by any means 
an uncommon occurrence. 

We continued our way up the river, 
KometimoB walking on the frozen ica at 
the sides, sometimcR rowing or towing, 
till we came to Lytton.

■without a telescope in the early evening 
is the planet Mars. Yet tills planet 
probably contains more features of in- 
terest to us than all of the others put 
together. 

The IVlay Constellations. 
, All that remains of the brilliant 
winter constellations is the one gro\ii) 
(Jemini, or the Twins, which is now low 
down in tho west, tl'.ough a last view of 
tho upper portion of Arioii anil Taurus 
may still bo had liefore they disapix'a!- 
for tho sumuior. Tho observer sliouM 
not fail to notice the curiuus position of 
the Milky W-ay, which now comes into 
view in tlie extreme southwest and 
passes right along the ground, all the 
■way through the north point of the 
honiion to the southeast, where it again 
disappears. Two months ago the part 
■which now lies along the ground in the 
northwest formed a beautiful arch pass- 
ing directly overhead. As summer ad- 
vances, this part of the Milky Way wili 
disappear from view, and tho part which 
is now low down in the east will mouai 
up Jiigher and higher in the sky, until 
by August it will pass from the soutli

the harvest month. h^rom very early 
■times the group has been represonte<l by 
u maiden bearing a sheath of wheat in 
her hand, though sometiiues she is 
ligurod as holding the balances. The 
most beautiful star of the group is the 
brilliant Spica, or Kar of Wheat, a 
blilish-white, slightly variabli* star, which 
is revolving about an invisible companion 
in an orbit six millions of miles across. 
Spica ■was known to the Arabians as Uie 
'Defencele.ss One, because it is unattend- 
ed by any near-by star. With the 
beautiful -Vreturus, at A, and the stars 
marked 1$ and C (Figure 1), it makes a 
Diamond-sliaped nguro known as tlio 
diamond of Virgo. 

The star at II (Fig\ire 1) is one of tho 
most celebrated double stars known to 
astronomers. If viewed -svith a small 
telescope, it will bo soon to bo nmdo tip 
of two stars very close together, and 
these two stars are slowly revolving 
aI)out one another. The path which the 
.smaller star pursuc»s around tho larger 
one is shown in Figure 2, where A rep- 
resents the larger star, and the small 
■dots show tho various measured posi- 
tions of its companions. Thus, in 1S20 
the smaller star was at B, in 183U at C, 
In 1842 at D, and in 1905 at B. The 
orbit is very unliko the orbits of tho 
planets; it is so narrow that "wheu the 
t^vo stars were nearest together their 
distance apart was only one-nineteenth 
of their distance at present. This is the 
narrowest of all the double-star orbits. 

The little corner at Virgo between 
the stars marked L. II and M (IJ"ignro 1) 
is more densely filled -with nobulas than 
any other portion of the sky. More 
than 500 have been found in this little 




any of the others. It apparently has 
an atmosphere, and around the polos 
there Is a white accumulation, supposed 
to bo ice, which' grows much less aud 
oven disappeai-s eutlrcly as tho Martian 
summer advances. The planet's disc 's 
on the whole of a reddish hue, l)ut there 
are well-detined, dark, bluish green 
areas which cut the reddish areas into 
iiuuierous arcliipelagoes, aud wliieli for- 
merly were, supposed to bo sca.s. 

Tho planet is but 4,200 miles In 
diameter, and only two-thirds aa deiiso 
as our earth; consequently tho weight 
of bodies on Mars is far less than with 
us. A man who weiglis 170 pounds on 
tho earth ■would weigh only OG pounds 
on Mars. What is of more importance, 
iiowever, is that its axis of rotation is 
jnclined to the plane of its. orbit by 
almost exactly tne same amount as is 
that of the earth, so that spring, sum- 
mer, autumn and winter succeed each 
otlier on Mars just as they do •^vith us. 
The Martian year, however, contains 
087 days, and therefore its various sea- 
sons are nearly twice as long as ours 
are. 

To one ■who looks at tho planet 
through a telescope of moderate size, tho 
appearance during the jiresent month 
will be mnoh as shown in Figure 15. Tho 
north polar star will be turned toward 
tho earth, and this will melt rapidly in 
tho continuous sunshine. Bordering this 
aiul covering liie planet in patches will 
bo seen tho greenish areas which, it is 
predicted, will bo unusually clear this 
year and visible qven in a small tele- 
scope, for Mars is in a better position 
for observation now than it was last 
year, or than it will be next. But 
exactly which of these markings the 
observer will see cannot be told, for the 
planet turns around ou its axis onco in | 
every 24 hours and 37 minutes, and is 
therefore contintially carrying all of the 
markings rapidly across the disc. 
The Canals of Mars. 

In 1887 there wos announced the dis- 
covery of numerous straight, narrow 
bands extending in every direction over 
tho surface of Mars, but always con- 
necting at one extremity with the dark 
areas. These lines, which were called 
canals, are described as wonderfully 
straiglit, averaging about 1,500 miles in 
lengtli, the greatest measuring the enor- 
mous distance of 3,800 miles and they 
are from 10 to .'iO miles 'n width. At 
points wliero the so-called canals inter- 
sect there are frequently small dark 
areas which have been named oases. 
Figures 4, and (i show different parts 
of this canal system. 

It: is the belief of many astro^ioiners 
tliiil the surface of Mars is to i. great 
extent arid, and that the so-c:)lled 
canals are narrow strijis of irTig;ited 
vegetation bordering the true eiuiaU, 
which hitter are, of course, fur too nar- 



dary, took and destroyed their villages, 
and captured the chief, alCter three 
days' lighting. Asricultuurlats are push- 
ing on fast, thougrh they will ne'vrer do 
much without irrigation, and^ltv la pip- 
posed to build a dam, as crops' are ub- 
Bolutoly dependent on tho rains and"a 
good Nile, which has been wonting for 
the.lost three or four years." 

Ruined ua it l.s, Khartum still bears 
traces of forgotten prosperity and pow- 
er — for looking' up the Blue Nile one 
can. see, upon tlie right bank, tho 
choked lines of Fort Burrl; opposite 
which, upon the left bank, Is the deso- 
late North Fort. Again, at the opposite 
enu u£ the city la Fort Mukran, aur- 
rounded by ancient gardens and Irriga- 
tion works. 

Two miles southward, In the centre 
of the old city wall is tho site of Fort 
Kaliikla. All these once teemed with 
military life and for months ivitlistood 
the fanatical hordes of tlie Mahdl. For 
pro.sperlty one can still trace the sites 
of stately homes once owned by Greeks, 
Armenians, Arabs and Suropeans., One 
con see traoea^.of a- 'wide area of cultiva- 
tion, fated' tdi be stamped out by the in- 
dolent, 'warlllte Baggara Arabs, who 
slew and spared not, in the name, of 
God. 

Turning again towards the Nile, nnd 
gazing across tho waters, one sees the 
ruined village and powder magazine 
upon Tutl Island, an island dotted with 
palm, accacla nnd Mimosa trees. 7jOok- 
Ing wostw.ard from Fort Mukran, one 
sees the dirty, teeming, collection of 
hovels v.'hloh house the bestial follow- 
er.s of tho Khalifa — the city of Omdnr- 
mari, a plague-rldden warren of hu- 
man rabbits. After all liUH been Haid 
there still remains n subtle charm even 
among the ruin and desolation of Gor- 
don'.s clt> — It Is the desert calling with 
that secret power which emanates from 
the lonesome placcH of tho earth — a 
Iiower which none can dellne but which 
all must obey. There are churches .and 
schools today In Khartum, but their 
very bricks .are cemented with the 
blood of thousands, pagans and Chrls- 
tiaijK. free men and slaves. The Cross 
of Christ Is triumphant In the Sudan; 
may It never again be eclipsed by the 
Crescent.

Aside 
from the obvions criticism that Hlje 
assumption of the cxistcs^e of intelligent 
being's on another 'world is a most violent 
assuuiption. which could indeed bo ap- 
pi'aleil to to e.vplain anything, it must 
1h> said that many astrouomers even 
doulit that the canals exist at all. This 
is partly hoi-aiise these objects remain 
invisible in the largest telescopes, even 
lo the most keen-si^'lited an<l expevi- 
eiucd observers, and also <liiiibtless be- 
cause the obsepvei's of the Murliau 
canals have announced tin' discovery of 
siniilai- marking's on both Mercury ami 
\'enus. it is. therefore, tlioUKlit that 
'.vhal ajipear as lines are not really so, 
bnt are the results of an optiiMl illusion, 
of which several dilTercnt exphiiiations 
have been attempted. 

In reply to this, the astronomers -wha 
have studied the canals assert that 
i learncss and steadiness of the nir are of 
far more Importance than the size of the 
telescope, and they deny the possibility 
<if an illusion.

A Week End In Khartum

The Kgyptlon desert is aptly desorlb 
ed as the "Land of the Accursed." 

Thu."i i-un.s a proverb of the Baggara 
Arabs; "Wlioii Clod mude the desert, 
he luuehed." And yet when one baa 
once set foot in the land of the Phar 
oahs' one feels a strange yearning to 
return algaln to that inhospitable, fas- 
c'inatliiK Hudan. What blood and treas- 
ure hiiH been spent l)y KuKhiiid and 
Elgypt to reualn the lost i)r()vlnce.s of 
the Sudan; a land trcoie.s.s and with- 
out 'vesetatlon, oxoeptlng a fringe of 
palms, mimosa thorn trees and Sodom 
apples, nrhlch exist beside tlie banlu of 
the Nile. Sentiment too, has been a 
factor In the reconquest of the Egyptian 
Equatorial provinces. "Gordon and 
Khartum" has been the battle slogan In 
Egypt, as was "Remember Amajuba," 
in the South African war. At the llrst 
sight of Khartum a sense of disappoint- 
ment Is felt, and one o.xclainiH. "Is this 
the city for whom .some of our best and 
bnivest have dyed tlie deai-rt .sandH 
with their blood? — for tlil.s did we Iohr 
Buniaby, Stewart, lOiirlc, fiordon and 
lil.s faithful Egyptians?" Was It to re- 
ffiilii tbl.i crumbling collection of ruined 
lioUHOs, th.'it Kitchener siient twelve of 
the best yenrs of his life? .Xo, It was 
to restore British iiro.stlge, our national 
credit — and more than that; It was to 
break for ever and a day tho i)ower ot 
the Khalifa, that black tyrant who wal- 
lowed In lust and wanton eruolty, the 
while he Impiously ruled In tin; name of 
God — and the prophet, Khartum, when 



I last saw it. was a ruined city; but 
hallowed to the AnKlo-fcJaxon race, us 
the scene of the murder of a gallant 
ruler, who, fearless and alone, did his 
duty — oven until death. 

Let us land upon the broken quay 
and gaze round at the ecene of desola- 
tion and destruction. Upon tho ex- 
treme right, looking towards the city, 
and facing us, are tlie ruins of tvhat 
was once a church, and dedicated to 
Christian virorship. Next, nnd on the 
same frontage, the offices of the health 
olllccr. Nearer still Is the ruined post 
olUce, where once were sorted the niailH 
of the Khedive — a hive of liuliiHtry. 
Next Ihs Austrian cfuiHulale, .vblch 
conjurers up the name of brave .Slatln 
I'lisbii, who, manacled but fearless, bore 
himself manfully for years. In spite of 
Idowo and insults from the hordes of 
the Mliadi. Government House comes 
next, once symbolic of the power of 
I'-gypt- — now. aUiH, a ruin. Last of all, 
upon the extreme left of the tiuay, Ia 
Gordon's ralnce; definite knowledpre of 
his death we shall never h.ave. Yet one 
may bo permitted to conjure up a scene, 
In which one sees a brave man standing 
alone upon the topmost step, gazing 
fearlessly Into the eyes Of the black 
Mends surging upwards, thirsting for 
his blood. 

Yet another soul-stlrrlng scene was 
witnessed by tl'ose bloodstained steps, 
the memory of tvliich scene will abide 
with all who saw it until their eyen 
close in. (loath. Iiniuclne an open space 
In front of Gordon's Palace. That space j 



is bounded I)y trooiis, fresh from vic- 
tory over the murderers of (lonlon — 
liritlsh and Kgyntlan. In the centre 
stands the victtn- at Atliara and (imdur- 
man, surrounded by his gallant leaders. 
Hunter, Macd(mald, Lewis, Colllnson 
and others. In front of this (gallant 
band are two lla^' poles, from wliieh lly 
the rnlon .Jack and the llaK of the 
Khedive, h^sery soliUer stands at at- 
tentlini, eac-h ollicer brings his hand lo 
the salute, a.s "(iod .Save the Queen" Is 
pealed from the liaiul. 

One turns from such a .scene with 
blurrjd eyes, a ehokiiih' seiiHatlon In tlie 
throat, and Kazes with relief upiu; the 
waters of tho Nile — or riither I3luo -N'llc, 
since Khartum fronts upon that river, 
and not upon the Xlle proiier (iJalir el 
Ablad ^Whito Xlle). Aprojios of tho 
nine .Nile tho following extnict from .a 
letter received from nimba.shi Gold- 
smith of till- l.lth StidancHe, stationed 
;it Wad Medanl, hearliii,' d.ati! l>:>-l-05, 
I may be of interest, since It lends lo 
I .'diow that a phoenix may yet arise from 
the ashes of Khartum: \ 

"I am very lucky Indeed, In being ap- 
pointed to this army! pay and position 
are both good, and It Is most Interest- 
ing work. It Is only live years since 
the whole country was In tho hands of 
the Dervishes, and development Is only 
just beginning to make headway. ■> » • 
This station Is on tho bank of the Illue 
Nile, aboul 2T>0 miles from the Abys- 
sinian frontier, which we garrison with 
detachments from this balallion, the 
only one on the liluo Nilo, Ho that we 
have plenty of chances ot ."seeing the 
country during tours of in'.--:pecllon, 
which still bear.i tr.-ices of the Mahdl's 
occupation In the shape of ruined towns 
and villages. Only nine months ago 
tills battalion went on an expedition 
against a tribe of raiders on the boun-

A Timely Campaign. 

The two archbishops, nearly all tho 
blshopH. and very many of the energy 
j of the (,'hurch of l-jOKlaiid. have inltiat- 
I ed ;i national campaign, to begin in 
I June next, against the tilannlng growth 
I of the secular Sunday. In this they will 
be heartily seconded by the ministers 
I of the free churches, many of whom 
have already sounded the note of warn- 
ing against this crying evil. The 
crowds of cyclists that pour out of town 
on Sunday mornings, the overloaded 
ideasure trains that run out of Pad- 
dlngton and the southern termini, the 
crowded parks and pleasure-spaces, 
bear witness to the growth of Conti- 
nental habits which have marked this 
country, and esiiecially London, during 
the last ten years. It is high time that 
a serious crusade should be undertaken 
against tho breach of the Fourth Com- 
mtLndment. 

Tho Guilty Parties. 
The offenders are' not only the lels- 
m-ed few. but also tho comfortable mid- 
dle cl;i.'--,ses. whose steady increase in 
wealth has ptit the iiiean.s of week-end 
trliis, .and j-iver excursion.';, and social 
gatherings within their reach. A i>re- 
toxt is also made of llio "overstrain" 
of business-lifo for a, godless .Sunday — 
a reason tlmt ecpialiy alfect;! those who 
nevertheless find inlinite refreshment 
from the in-ossure of business cai-es in 
religions services on the Lord'.s Day. 
One of the most serioiiH re.siilts is tlie 
sb.'iiiiefiil amount of worl: put upon si-r- 
vants, who dread .Sund;iy.si as tbi' hard- 
est day of the week, and who have no 
respite from early morning till late at 
night on the "Day of Rest" (!) It is of 
the utmost importance to the well-be- 
ing of tho nation that tho .s,icred D.av 
should be reinstated, and this campaign 
of reform has not been started a mo- 



ment too soon. 

Conventionalism." 

AH over the country deep and earnest 
laayers are being sent up for the rellg- 
ujus "awakening" which seems so long 
in coming. There are many hindering 
causes — sin, indifference, half-faltn, 
tuul others. There is also a sin, not so 
e.'isily detected, but operative In most 
of uur churches. It may be variously 
described as "precedent," "convention- 
alism," the "fear of man." We are 
afiald of what others may think and 
say if we give way to our Inner 
iiromptlngs, and speak out that which 
Is within us.. Thus many a bright wit- 
ness for the Master Is paralyzed on 
trembling tongues; many an ardent 
l)arent prayer is stilled as It struggles 
out of halting Hps. It is one of llio 
great sources of strength In revival 
meetings that this barrier of silence is 
broken through, and many suddenly 
discover that the gift of utterance Iuls 
been given to them. This is one of the 
remarkable features of the Welsh revi- 
val, and it must come In England if the 
Word of the Lord Is to have free course 
Stones Removed. 

iMr. Moody was very fond of com- 
mencing some of his great missions by 
delivering his well-knosvn address on 
"Take ye away the stone." It was a 
wise thing to do. Tho raising of dead 
souls Is a Divine' act, but there is a 
human coopei-atlon with Christ which 
cannot be ignored. He letives us to 
remove the hindering stones. Tho pres- 
ent movement In Wales recalls that 
great local revival in Cardiff in ISSy, 
when nearly 3,000 souls were brought 
to Christ in a few weeks. Like the 
present work, that of ISSH commenced 
In the iirayer-meeting, and extended 
until every church was touched. But 
one of the leading workers of that time 
sjioke of .T. period of terrible susi)ense, 
during which it was felt thei-e was 
some hindrance to the blessing. The 
hindrance was discovered to bo a quar- 
rel in a certain church; and immediate- 
ly ujion its adjustment the floodtlde of 
blessing broke out. Christ is calling 
to till of us just now. — "Take ye it,way 
tho stone." 

Walls of Separation. 

There Is one lesson to be learned from 
the revival In Wales which it is hoped 
will not be overlooked by the cinn'ch 
of Christ, viz., the breaking down of 
the barriers of sect. 'I'he seiiaratiiig 
walls are in most casi's built u\) only of 
non-essentials, but, uiihapidl.v, they fre- 
i|Ueutl.v are strong enough to impede 
spiritual waves. When ihe ilood-tide 
of a Kreat revival comes, they are swept 
awa.v, anil men clasp hands in the com- 
mon blessing and joy. Why should 
llic'.v ever he btiilt ? Th(> necessary 
seiiaratlou Is that "unto the Gospel of 
Cod," (Rom. i. 1.)
